clause, Thaw, protesting that ho was 
sane, was on his way to Matteewan. 
A little after nightfall he had been 
received by the institution under 
commitment papers, which directed 
Ids detention “until discharged by 
the due course of law.”

Wilmington, Del.: It is a brave 
message, and needed at this time.

the puppets, with 
whom we have to deal. 
We seek to con­ 
trol law-def.*lng wealth; In the first place 
to prevent its doing dire evil to the re­ 
public, and in the next place to avoid 
the 
vindictive 
and 
dreadful 
radicalism 
which, if left uncontrolled, it is certain 
in the end to arouse.’’ 
Big Corporations Are Hit. 
By onsy stages the president drew- near 
to the s ta n d a r d Oil trouble of a short 
time ago, and then he told of alleged 
methods of the Rockefeller syndicate to 
"overawe common carriers, 
crush out 
every competitor and look down upon the 
people with a contempt which the public 
deserves as long as It permits such men 
to act with Impunity.” 
It was at that 
point and In connection with the Insur­ 
ance and Chicago (k Alton scandals that 
Mr. Roosevelt took the heaviest fall out

such effort to secure business honesty. 
The morality of such a plea is precisely 
as g reat as If made on behalr of the

raided by the police. If such words mean

about a moral regeneration of business 
which will prevent a repetition of the in­ 
surance, 
banking 
and 
street 
railroad 
scandals In New York; a repetition of 
the Chicago & Alton deal; a repetition 
of the combination between certain pro­ 
fessional politicians, certain professional 
labor leaders, ami certain big financiers, 
from the disgrace of which San F ra n cis­ 
co has Just been rescued; a repetition 
of the successful effort by the Standard 
Oil people to crush out every competitor, 
to overawe the common carriers, and to 
establish a monopoly which treats the 
public with a contempt which the public 
deserves so long as It permits m e n of 
such principles and such sentiments to 
avow and act on them with Impunity. 
T he. outcry 
against stopping dishonest 
practices am ong wrongdoers who h a p ­ 
pen to be wealthy Is precisely similar 
to the outcry raised against every effort 
for cleanliness and decency In city gov­ 
ernment. because, forsooth, It will ‘hurt 
business.’ ’’ 
Tells of Criticising Judges. 
"O ur opponents have recently been bit­ 
terly criticising the two Judges referred 
to in the accompanying communications 
from the S tandard Oil Com pany and the 
Santa Fe Railroad for having Imposed 
heavy fines on these two corporations; 
and yet these same critics of these two 
Judges exhaust themselves in denounc­ 
ing 
the 
most 
respectful 
and 
cautious 
discussion of the official action of a judge 
which results in Immunity to wealthy 
and powerful wrongdoers. 
Most certain­ 
ly It behooves us all to trea t with the 
utmost respect the high office of judge; 
and our Judges, as a whole, are brave 
and upright men. 
Respect for the law' 
must go hand In hand with respect for 
the Judges; and. as a whole. It la true 
now as in the past th a t the judges stand 
in ch a racter and sendee above all other 
men am ong their fellow-servants of the 
public. 
The Judge who does his 
full 
duty well sta nds higher, and renders a 
better service to the people, th an any 
other public se rvant; he is entitled to 
greater respect; and if lie is a true ser­ 
vant of the people. If he Is upright, wise 
and fearless, he will unhesitatingly dis­ 
regard even the wishes of the people 
If they conflict with the eternal prin­ 
ciples of right as against wrrong. 
He 
must 
serve 
the 
people; 
but 
he 
must 
serve his own conscience first. 
All honor 
to such a Judge: an d all honor ca n not 
be rendered him If It Is rendered equally 
to his brethren who fall im m easurably 
below 
the 
h i g h . ideals 
for 
which 
he 
stands. U ntruthfpi criticism is wicked at 
all times, and whoever m a y be the ob­ 
ject: but It Is a peculiarly flagrant in- 
iqujty when a judge Is the object. 
No 
m a n should lightly criticise a judge; no 
m an ihould. even in his own mind, con­ 
demn a Judge unless he is sure of the 
faets. 
If a: judge is assailed for s ta n d ­ 
ing against, popular folly, an d above all 
for standing against mob violence, all 
honorable, men Should rally instantly to 
hiw support. 
Nevertheless if he clearly 
rails to do lils duty by the public 
in 
dealing 
with 
lawbreakin g corporations, 
lawbreakin g men; of wealth, he m u st ex­ 
pect to feel the' ‘weight of public opin­ 
ion: and this is but right, for except in 
extreme cases tills is the only w ay in 
which h e Van be reached a t all. 
No ser­ 
v an t of the people has a right to expect 
to be free from just and honest criticism. 
“An Ethical Movement/' 
"T he opponents of the m easures we 
champion single out now* one and now 
another m easure for especial a ttac k and 
speak as if the movement In which we 
are engaged was purely economic. It has 
a large economic side, but it is f u n d a ­ 
mentally an ethical movement. 
It is not 
a movement to be completed In one year, 
or two years or three years; It Is 
a 
movement which m u st be persevered in 
until the spirit whlcl. lies behind it sinks 
deep into the h ea rt and the conscience 
of the whole people. 
It Is always Im­ 
po rtan t to choose the rig ht m e an s to 
achieve 
our 
purpose, 
but 
It 
is 
even 
more 
im portant 
to 
keep 
this 
purpose 
clearly before us; and this purpose Is 
to secure national honesty In business 
and in politics. 
W e do not Subscribe to 
the cynical belief th a t dishonesty and 
unfair dealing are essential to business 
success, and are to be condoned w’hen the 
success Is m oderate and applauded when 
the success Is great. 
The methods by 
which the S tanda rd OH people and those 
engaged in 
the other combinations of 
which 
I 
have 
spoken 
above 
have 
achieved great fortunes can only be Jus­ 
tified by the advocacy of a system of 
moralltv which would also Justify every 
form of criminality on the p art of a 
labor union, and every form of violence, 
corruption, and fraud, from m u rd er to 
briberv and ballot-box stuffing in poli­ 
tics. 
W e are trying to secure equality 
of opportunity for all; and th e struggle 
for honesty is the same w hether it is 
m ade on behalf of one set of men or of 
another. 
In th e interest of the small 
settlers and landowmers. and again st the 
embittered opposition of w ealthy owners 
of huge w-andering flocks of sheep, or of 
corporations desiring to rob the people 
of coal and timber, we strive to put an 
end to the theft of public land In the 
west. 
W h e n we do this, an d protest 
again st th e action of all men, wheth er 
In public life or In private life, 
who 
either take p a r t In or refuse to try to 
stop such theft, we are really engaged 
In the sam e policy as when we endeavor 
to put a stop to rebates or to prevent 
the upgrowth of uncontrolled monopolies. 
Our effort Is simply to enforce the prin ­ 
ciples of common honesty an d common 
sense. 
I t would indeed be ill for the 
country should there be an y halt in out 
work.State Government Must Aid. 
E ith er the

TO INSPECT RAILWAYS. 


Commissioners to Qst Busy Junketing 
the State. 
Austin, Tex., Feb. 4.—The “Rail­ 
road Commission will make an in­ 
spection of practically every road in 
Texas of any consequence, accord­ 
ing to statements made here recent­ 
ly. It was thought the commission's 
inspections would he confined to the 
International and Great Northern, 
Texas and Pacific, Fort Worth and 
Denver City and Rock Islands lines, 
hut Chairman Mayfield announces 
that all the other roads will he in­ 
spected and their 
true condition 
made a matter of record in the com­ 
mission’^ office for such action as 
that body might desire to take. Mr. 
Mayfield will soon inspect the Tex­ 
as and Pacific west of Fort Worth 
to El Paso, and, returning, inspect 
the Galveston, Harrisburg and Han 
Antonio from El Paso to San An­ 
tonio. The latter road has been no­ 
tified of the chairman’s intention. 
It is now expected that Commis­ 
sioners Colquitt and Stofey will take 
their turn and go over the lines 
which have not heretofore been ex­ 
amined, such as the Houston and 
Texas 
Central, 
Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas, Texas and Brazos Valley, 
Houston, East and West Texas, Cot­ 
ton Belt, Sap, Texas Central and 
the Frisco properties. 
In addition 
to these, the commission will also 
go over a number of the smaller lines 
in Texas, and probably the St. Louis, 
Brownsville and Mexico.

ARE DENIED BAIL 


Guthrie, Okla.. Feb. 4.—The Okla­ 
homa supreme court today denied the 
application for a writ of habeas cor­ 
pus made by John Thomas of Lawton, 
and William Thomas of Chico, Texas, 
"in order to secure their release on 
bond from the Comanche county jail, 
where they are now held for the kill­ 
ing1 of Dr. F. D. Beauchamp at Law­ 
ton the morning’ of Jan. 14. They al­ 
leged that the killing was in self- 
defense, and that they should be al­ 
lowed the privilege of bond, but it 
was denied them by Judge Johnson in 
the district court at Lawton, 
and 
again today by the supreme court. 
The opinion was by Justice Hayes 
and was very brief. 
Beauchamp was shot and killed at 
the Rock Island station in Lawton, 
just as he was boarding a train. 
He 
carried his oculist case in one hand 
and typewriter in the other, so that, 
his friends insist, he could not have 
been the aggressor. 
The Thomas brothers claim, how­ 
ever, that Beauchamp set down his 
typewriter 
made a movement as 
tho to draw a revolver, whereupon 
they fired. 
At Last one shot was fired into 
Beauchamp’s body after he lay p r o s ­ 
trate on the station platform.

Emanuel 
Succeds 
to

Throne— People in State 


of Unrest. 


Lisbon, Feb. 3.—King Carlos of 
Portugal and Crown Prince Luiz 
Philippe were assassinated Saturday. 
The King's second son, Emaunel, 
was slightly wounded, but Queen 
Amelia, who strove to save the 
Crown Prince’s life by throwing 
herself in front of him, was unhurt. 
A band of men waiting at the cor­ 
ner of the Prado do Commercio and 
the Rua do Arsenal suddenly sprang 
toward the open carriage in which 
the royal family was driving to the 
palace, and, leveling carbines which 
they had concealed upon their, per­ 
sons, fired. 
The King and Crown Prince, up­ 
on whom the attack was directed, 
were each shot three times, and they 
lived only long enough to be carried 
to the marine arsenal near by, where 
they expired. 
Almost at the first, shot the King 
fell back on the cushions dying, and 
at 
the 
same moment the Crown 
Prince was seen to half rise and the71 
sink back on the seat.

Murderer of Stanford White Goes to 


Matteawan. 


New York, Feb. 3. — Adjudged 
not guilty of the killing of Stanford 
White by reason of insanity at the 
time the fatal shots were fired, H ar­ 
ry Iv. Thaw Saturday was held by 
the court to be a dangerous lunatic, 
and was whirled away to the State 
Hospital for the criminal insane at 
Matteawan. 
The verdict came in after twenty- 
five hours of waiting, and when ev­ 
ery one connected with the case had 
abandoned all hope of an agreement. 
Pour hours after the foreman’s lips 
had framed the words, “not guilty,” 
with 
the 
accompanying 
insanity 
clause, Thaw, protesting that he was 
sane, was on his way to M attawan. 
A little after nightfall he had been 
received by the institution under 
commitment papers, which directed 
his detention “until discharged bv 
the due course of law.”

Dallas, Tex., Feb. I.—The mes­

Bryan's comments on it, which are 
as follows: 
Wilmington, Del.: It is a brave 
message, and needed at this time. 
All friends of reform have reason to 
rejoice that President Roosevelt has 
used his high position to call atten­ 
tion to the wrongs that need to be 
remedied. 
He has discovered the 
running sore of our National life. 
He has pointed out the corrupting 
influences that flow from predatory 
wealth and from the monopolistic 
enterprises which have given un­ 
earned riches to the few, who, by 
controlling the groat industries of 
the Nation, have levied tribute on 
the whole country. 
His warnings are entirely in har­ 
mony with the warnings which Dem­ 
ocrats have been uttering for more 
than a decade, and I hope that the 
Democrats in the Senate and in the 
House will promptly challenge the 
Republicans to meet the issues pre­ 
sented by the President. 
There ought to be enough Roose­ 
velt Republicans in the two houses 
to join with the Democrats and in­ 
sure some remedial legislation at 
this session. If there is not, the pub­ 
lic ought to know it, so that when 
the next Republican National Con­ 
vention indorses the present Admin­ 
istration the hypocrisy of the in­ 
dorsement will be understood. 
The President has discussed the 
relative spheres of the State and the 
Nation. 
I hope that in the meas­ 
ures which may be introduced in re­ 
sponse to his appeal there will be 
no attempt to take from the States 
any power that they now have. 
The Democrats are in favor of the 
fullest employment of the power 
vested in Congress, but they want 
National remedies added to State 
remedies, and not substitution for 
them. 
The President has issued a call 
to arms. 
Now let the battle begin, 
and we will soon be able to pick out 
the purchased newspapers and the 
purchased legislators described b^ 
the President, but not specifically 
named.

.. Cost of Texas Customs. 
Washington, Feb. I.—It costs the 
Federal Government ^^1.138.25 to 
operate its six custom districts in 
Texas for the collection of import 
duties. 
In this work 224 men arc 
employed. 
On account of the long 
land border line between the United 
States and Mexico forty-five mount­ 
ed inspectors arc required, besides 
the usual number of inspectors in 
and around the ports themselves. 
Galveston leads off with 67 em­ 
ployes and an annual expense of 
$81,022.50; El Paso is next with 
46 employes and a cost of $00,- 
097.50 ; then comes Eagle Pass,, 37 
employes, $50,756.67; Brownsville, 
32 employes, $40,605.41; Corpus 
Christi, 31 employes, $38,680; Port 
Arthuh, 9 employes, $9871.52. 
All told, the customs service of 
the United States employs 7133 men 
and costs annually $10,333,345. This 
includes $200,000 which is used in 
the detection and prevention of 
frauds upon the Government.

The Cabinet Made Up and Plans Set­ 


tled, All Will Be Serene in 


Portugal. 


Fuentes de Onoro, Spain, Feb. 5. 
—Reports have been received here 
that a Portuguese Republic has been 
proclaimed at Oporto, and that a 
provisional Government has been es­ 
tablished in that city. 


Lisbon, Fob. 5.—Lisbon is begin­ 
ning to recover from the shock and 
horrors of Saturday's bloody trag­ 
edy, but a strong undercurrent of 
popular governmental nervousness 
remains. 
The political tension is 
slackening, although the Progress­ 
ists refuse to join in the concen­ 
tration of the Cabinet, which Ad­ 
miral Ferreira do Amaral is forming 
from all the monarchal groups be­ 
cause the conservatives are in pre­ 
dominance. 
The hitch, however, is 
likely to be straightened out and a 
temporary union of all the monar­ 
chal elements attained for the pur­ 
pose of getting the country back oil 
a constitutional basis, “ending agi­ 
tation and restoring tranquility,” as 
expressed by the leaders 
Senhor Bernadina Machado, the 
leader of the peaceful wing of the 
Republicans, agrees to a truce pro­ 
vided that his friends now under ar­ 
rest are liberated, freedom of the 
press restored and the elections or­ 
dered. 
Admiral do Amaral, a devoted 
friend of the Queen, who assumes 
power, is committed to the reversal 
of the entire policy of the dictator­ 
ship, the abolition 
of 
repressive 
measures and the restoration of “the 
old liberal monarchy.”

St, Petersburg:

Bjr easy stages tile president drew near 
to the Standard Oil trouble of a short

every competitor and look down upon the 
people with a contempt which the public 
deserves as long as it permits such men 
to act with impunity.” 
It was at that 
point and in connection with the insur­ 
ance and Chicago & Alton scandals that 
Mr. Roosevelt took the heaviest fall out 
of wealthy corporations which have been 
held to account by the government.

must go hand in hand with respect for 
the Judges; and, as a whole, it is true 
now as In the past that the judges stand 
in character and service above all other 
men among their fellow-servants of the 
public. 
The Judge who does his 
full 
duty well stands higher, and renders a 
better service to the people, than any 
other public servant: he is entitled to 
greater respect; and if he is a true ser­ 
vant of the people, if he Is upright, wise 
and fearless, he will unhesitatingly dis­ 
regard even the wishes of the people 
if they conflict with the eternal prin­ 
ciples of right as against wrong. 
He 
must 
serve 
the 
people; 
but 
he 
must 
serve Ids own conscience first. 
All honor 
to such a judge; and all honor can not 
be rendered him if it is rendered equally 
to ins brethren who fall immeasurably 
below 
the 
high . ideals 
for 
which 
he 
stands. Untruthful criticism is wicked at 
all times, and whoever may be the ob­ 
ject; but it is a peculiarly flagrant in­ 
iquity when a judge is the object. 
No 
man should lightly criticise a judge: no 
man Should, even in his own mind, con­ 
demn a judge unless lie is sure of the 
facts. 
If a judge is assailed for stand­ 
ing against popular folly, and above all 
for standing against mob violence, 
all 
honorable men should rally instantly to 
his support. 
Nevertheless if he clearly 
fails to do Ii Is duty by tile public 
in 
dealing 
with 
lawbreaking corporations, 
lawbreaking men of wealth, he must ex­ 
pect to feel the ‘weight of public opin­ 
ion; and this is but right, for except in 
extreme cases tliis is the only way in 
which her can be reached at all. 
No ser­ 
vant of the people lins a right to expect 
to be free from just and honest criticism. 
“An Ethical Movement." 
“The opponents of the measures we 
champion single out now one and now 
another measure for especial attack, and 
speak as if the movement in which we 
are engaged was purely economic. It has 
a large economic side, hut it is funda­ 
mentally an ethical movement. 
It is not 
a movement to he completed in one year, 
or two years or three years; it is 
a 
movement which must be persevered in 
until the spirit which lies behind it sinks 
deep into the heart and the conscience 
of the whole people. 
It is always im­ 
portant to choose the right means to 
achieve 
our 
purpose, 
but 
it 
is 
even 
more 
important 
to 
keep 
this 
purpose 
clearly before us; and this purpose is 
to secure national honesty in business 
and in politics. 
W e do not Subscribe to 
the cynical 
belief that dishonesty and 
unfair dealing are essential to business 
success, and are to be condoned when the 
success is moderate and applauded when 
the success is great. 
The methods by 
which the Standard Oil people and those 
engaged 
in 
the other combinations 
of 
which 
I 
have 
spoken 
above 
have 
achieved great fortunes can only be jus­ 
tified by the advocacy of a system of 
morality which would also justify every 
form of criminality on the part of a 
labor union, and every form of violence, 
corruption, and fraud, from murder to 
bribery and ballot-box stuffing in poli­ 
tics. 
We are trying to secure equality 
of opportunity for all; and the struggle 
for honesty is the same whether it is 
made on behalf of one set of men or of 
another. 
In the interest of the small 
settlers and landowners, and against the 
embittered opposition of wealthy owners 
of huge wandering flocks of sheep, or of 
corporations desiring to rob the people 
of coal and timber, we strive to put an 
end to the theft of public land in the 
west. 
When 
we do this, and protest 
against the action of all men, whether 
in public life or in private 
life, 
who 
either take part in or refuse to try to 
stop such theft, we are really engaged 
in the same policy as when we endeavor 
to put a stop to rebates or to prevent 
the upgrowth of uncontrolled monopolies. 
Our effort is simply to enforce the prin­ 
ciples of common honesty and common 
sense. 
It would Indeed be ill for the 
country should there be any halt in our 
work.”

TO IN SP EC T RAILW AYS. 


Commissioners to Get Busy Junketing 


the State. 
Austin, Tex., Feb. 4.—The Rail­ 
road Commission will make an in­ 
spection of practically every road in 
Texas of any consequence, accord­ 
in g to statements made here recent- 
lly. It. was thought the commission’s 
inspections would be confined to the 


f ' ' International and Great Northern, 
Texas and Pacific, Fort Worth and 
Denver City and Rock Islands lines, 
but Chairman Mayfield announces 
that all the other roads will be in­ 
spected and their 
true condition 
made a matter of record in the com­ 
mission’^ office for such action as 
that body might desire to take. Mr. 
Mayfield will soon inspect the Tex­ 
as and Pacific west of Fort Worth 
to El Paso, and, returning, inspect 
the Galveston, Harrisburg and San 
Antonio from El Paso to San An­ 
tonio. The latter road has been no­ 
tified of the chairman’s intention. 
It is now expected that Commis­ 
sioners Colquitt and Stofey will take 
their turn and go over the lines 
which have not heretofore been ex­ 
amined, such as the Houston and 
Texas Central, 
Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas, Texas and Brazos Valley, 
Souston, East and West Texas, Cot­ 
ton Belt, Sap, Texas Central and 
the Frisco properties. 
In addition 
to these, the commission will also 
go over a number of the smaller lines 
in Texas, and probably the St. Louis, 
Brownsville and Mexico.
